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For well over a year, the World Wrestling Federation 
owner has been consumed with one thing—eliminating 
Stone Cold Steve Austin from the Federation ranks. Mr.

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When the 500-plus-pound superstar formerly known as 
Mabel was attacked by the Acolytes at the Royal Rumble, 
the Undertaker’s demonic vision that one superstar would 


be sacrificed to his Ministry of Darkness came to pass. 
After loading their victim into the back of a hearse bound 
for a hellish fate, the former King of the Ring appeared 
one week later on RAW not as Mabel... but reborn into 
the demonic Viscera! 

World Wrestling Federation fans were first introduced 
to the superstar formerly known as Mabel in 1993 when, 
along with partner Mo and manager Oscar, he appeared 
in several vignettes set in New York City’s Harlem. Fight 
ing their way from the streets, these “Men on a Mission” 
took their urban assault to the squared circle 
against such tandems as the Quebecers, the 
Headshrinkers and the Heavenly Bodies. 
In March 1994, Mabel and Mo captured the 
Federation Tag Team Championship from 
the Quebecers during an international tour 
of England. Their reign was shortlived, 
however, as they dropped the 
gold back to Jacques and 
Pierre before going their 
separate ways. 

As a singles 
competitor, 
Mabel shocked 
wrestling insid- 
ers by taking 
the 1995 King 
of the Ring with 
a win over Savio 
Vega. In the months that 
followed he made several 
challenges to the Federa- 
tion Championship, nearly

upending Diesel in the main event of SummerSlam ‘95. 

After bowing out of the Federation spotlight later 
that year, Mabel competed in several independent promo- 
tions, including the now-defunct USWA out of Memphis, 
Tennessee. When Ken Shamrock claimed the 1998 King 
of the Ring and set out to prove himself the “King of 
Kings”, the 500-pound superstar made his return to 
challenge the no-holds-barred fighter. Despite a valiant 
effort, Mabel fell victim to the World’s Most Dangerous 
Man and disappeared from the World Wrestling 
Federation again, only to be brought back several months 
later by Team Corporate to “soften up” Mankind on 
Sunday Night Heat prior to the Rumble. 

During the Pay-Per-View, the superstar gained 
entry into the 30-man battle royal by attacking 
Mosh of the Headbangers and taking his 
spot in the order. Mabel eliminated 

Dan Severn, Steve Blackman, Tiger Ali, 
Droz and the Blue Meanie before the 
Undertaker appeared and had 
his minions claim the com- 
batant for the Dark Side!

You: certainly can’t blame Wight for his actions of late. After alll, , 
1 superstar free agent is brought in and given the star treatment 
from Federation officials, it can only fuel that enormous ego. 

From day one, he’s made it abundantly. clear he wants to be 
recognized as the top contender. Forget about waiting his turn—who 
in their right mind would tell him to stand in line? That is, of course, 
unless they want him to step over them—or on them, for that matter! 
Instead, he went straight for the superstar at the front of the line— _ 
Stone Cold Steve Austin—and had it not been for the steel cage, , 
Wight might have launched him through the concrete walls of the arena. 


First impressions speak volumes, and the sound of the Rattlesnake 
nearly getting decapitated at the Par-Per-View was loud and clear. 

First there was Austin, then Mick Foley the following night on RAW 
trom the top of a steel ladder, costing him the championship to The 
Rock. Was the mammoth the new poster child for Team Corporate? 
On the surface it appeared that way in McMahon’s private office as 
the big man received the royal treatment. Within a two-day period, 
Wight had single-handedly changed the course of the Federation— 
and he was more than happy to take credit for handing back the gold 
on a silver platter to The Rock. 

Life Lesson No. 1: Don’t bite the hand that feeds you. Even though | 
The Rock and Wight set up Foley the following week by pretending to | 
get in a scuttle, did you notice the “corporate eyebrow” raised at 
Wight following their shoving match? Obviously, the newcomer put 
little extra force into his shoves than The Rock felt was necessary, 
perhaps planting the seed for what may lie ahead. 

_ This brings up an interesting point—can Mr. McMahon trust Paul 
~ Wight? Vince owns the company, obviously, but does Paul run the 
corporation? Who would question HIS motives? The Big Boss Man?
